Far away as are oar lire* from 
those of the little bind of colonists of 
Majsachasetts liaj who reverently es- 
tablished a day of thanksgiving for 
mercies which to aj seem no more 
thaa the commonplaces of a meagre 
existence, the ipirft of the.occasion 
survives. 


Through all the vicissitudes of our 


national development, Thankssivlns 
day h»j beea preserved as peculiarly 
the New England memorial. For gen- 
erations it tad a sectional observance 
and a limited tlgcificaace. It was not 
until the white heat cf the civil war 
fused oar people ol all sections Into 
a nation homosrneoas, that the New 
England Thanksgiving was made that 
of the whole country. 


Since the first proclamation by the 


president, calling for the observance 
of a day of thanks for tie preserva- 
tion o! the union of the states, the cus- 
tom his beea maintained: the genera- 
tion of to-day knows It la this char- 
after alone. 


Thlj !j the oldest cf oar holidays. 


In thp early tiznes of sectarian Intol- 
erance, when church and state were 
Joined in the m!e of Massachusetts, 
there was no Christmas nn-ler the 
law.
